Sir William Harcourt has added his contribution to the chorus of 
disapproval which the Russo-Jewish persecutions have elicited from eminent 
leaders of thought all over the world. He speaks of the Jewish race as 
‘‘remarkable everywhere for its industry, intelligence and good conduct.” 
The Jews, he affirms, ‘are good friends, good citizens, and good subjects,” 
and Russian oppression of them he declares to be “‘not only a social 
crime, bat a political blander.” It is gratifying to find Sir William joining 
his great leader, Mr. Gladstone, in condemning Russian atrocities. The 
traditions of the Libera! Pacty have usually tended to induce a certain 
amount of leniency towards Muscovite shortcomings. But as regards 
Russia's policy towards the Jews, the opinion of the party, as expressed 
through its recognised heads, leaves nothing to be desired on the score of 
soundness. Is it too much to hope that this condemnation of its action on 
the part of its English friends may exert a healthy influence upon the 
domestic policy of the Russian Government? Mr. Gladstone said some 
time azo that he had no influence with the Czar's advisers. Whether he 
was not under-estimating his power may be a moot question; bat it i3 
impossible to think that the Russian Government can be indifferent to a 
frank expression of disapproval of their treatment of the Jews from the right 
honourable gentleman or from his distinguished lieatenant. Sir William 
Harcourt’s condemnation of their attitudeon the Jewish questionas a “ political 
blander"—might he not have characterised it as an economic blunder 
also _—ought to sink deeply into the minds of the Russian bureaucracy, both 
because of the source when it comes and because of its evident truthfulness. 


We announced last week Mr. N. S. Joseph's resignation of the 
Honorary Secretaryship of the Ruasso-Jewish Committee, a position he has 
filled with so mach distinction for ten years. This event recalls the famous 
cartoon which appeared in Pynch at the time of the fall of Prince Bismarck, 
entitled ** Dropping the Pilot.” Mr. Joseph has helped to steer the Russo- 
Jewish Committee through the enormous difficulties with which it has had t» 
grapple, and his ten years of service cover a period which includes two 
tusso-Jewish crises. He entered upon his duties at that terrible time when 
ontrage and murder were doing their foul. work upon the Jewish inhabitants 
of South Russia, and when thousands of our hapless brethren were fleeing 
for their very lives from the dominions of the Czar. He resigns his post in 
times of almost equal emergency, but not before he has brought his 
unique combination of intellectual gifts to bear upon the solution of the 
serious problems which hare arisen out of this recradescence of active 
persecution. The task which has devolved upon the Russo-Jewish Com- 
mittee during the last twelve months has been one demanding continuous 
thought and sleepless energy, and upon Mr. Joseph’s shoulders has fallen 
the greater part of this heavy burden. He has brought tothe work 
invincible ardour, intellectual grasp, clearness of vision, a powerful 
personality, and untiring industry—ualities the value of which will only be 
fully realised now that they are lost. His resignation is a serious matter 
for the Russo-Jewish Committee. It is doubtful whetherthe community 
possesses another man with the exceptional qualifications for successfully 
piloting this important organisation. Even if such a person exists, the 
difficulty will be to indace him to undertake so onerous a post. The man 
who fills it must be content to find his reward in the approval of his con- 
science. The community cannot recompense him with its applause, for the 
community does not know the extent of the work that has to be done, and 
therefore has nothing like an adequate conception of the degree of self-denial 
which itdemands. Mr. Joseph has been satisfied to labour under these 
unattractive conditions. Heis one of that small band of workers who toil 
for the general welfare without sparing themselves, although they know that 
nine-tenths of their self-denying efforts must always be hidden from the 
public eye. The unselfishness which has marked his devotion to the cause 
of our oppressed Russian brethren wiil long be remembered with admiration 
and gratitude by all who know how to prize earnestness in philantbropic 
work, and it only enhances the general regret with which the announcement 
of his resignation will have been received. 


The letters from Mr. Samuel Montagu, M-P., and Mr. N. S. Josepb, 
suggesting various important improvements in the working of the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, deserve something more than a mere ephemeral atten- 
ion. Their programmes aim at a radical change in he mode of treating our 
poor. Bat before a change is adopted, the Board must abandon its optimist 
views and be ec -nvinced that its present methods are not quite perfect 
There is too mach reason to fear that it is somewhat strongly attached to 
those methods. It is justly pointed out that many of the Board’s faul:s are 
due to its poverty, and that reformed administration would need at least 
donble the expenditure The question is, which is to come first?) The 
improvement or the money? It would be imprudent for the Board to launch 
out in a large outlay without something better than a mere shadowy 
assurance that ** the necessa y fands will be forthcoming.” The only means 
of exit from the ‘mp rsse ~eems to be for the Board forthwith to frawe a new 
programme, embodying most if not all the suygestions made, and tu declare 
its readiness to carry out that programme, if the money for a first year’s 
experiment be forthcoming. Upon one point of great importance, Mr. 
Joseph's letter was silent. He made n> allusion to the Russian cases and 
the scale of their relief. Now, if the low scale of relief adopted by the Board 
of Guardians in dealing with its own cases be due to the inadequacy of public 
support, no such palliation conld ba offered by the Conj int Committee for 
insufficiently relieving the Russian cases, the present resources of the Russo- 
Jewish Fund being ample for all purposes. Now that Mr. Joseph bas

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for his official reticence : and the public would probably like him to expiain 
how, in the presence of ample funds, so many Russian refugees are left in 
this rich city in a state of semi-starvation, if not of absolute neglect. 


One cause of the inadequate pecuniary support received by the Board of 
Guardians is the undue reliance upon subscriptions instead of soliciting dona- 
tions annually, The well-to dotrader or merchant, if asked annually for a 
large sum as a donation, would always give it, unless times were very bad 
but would hesitate before committing himself to a fixed annual subscription 
of even quite a mall amount. Stewards of charity dinners and balls know 
from experience that it is much easier to get out of a contributor a ten- 
guinea donation than a one guinea subscription. Now, to a charity like the 
Board of Guardians, which embraces a conglomeration of charities, the guinea 
subscription is useless, Its Canvassing Committee should every November or 
December set strenuously to work, as if an anniversary dinner were at hand, and 
make its collection of apec’al winter donations, not relying solely on the Presi- 
dent's appeal in our pages, which has probably lost its force by frequent iteration. 
How grateful would the Jewish public be tothe Board if it were to inaugurate 
a system of Anniversary Festivals, minus the dinners and the speeches ! 


Ten days ago one of the noblest figures in the Jewry of the century 
passed away in [iome. Senator Isacco Pesaro Maurogonato was the last 
survivor of the provisional Grovernment established in Venice in 1848, when 
the Queén of the Adriatic made the heroic stroggle for freedom which kindled 
the sympathy of the world for the Italian cause. That struggle, Lord 
Beaconstield has pointed out, was very largely the work of men of Hebrew 
faith or Hebrew lineage. The Dictator himself, the famous Danielle Mania, 
was the baptised son of a Jew, and foremost among the patriots who 
sacrificed their entire properties for the national cause were the local Jewish 
bankers and merchants. Maurogonato was: Manin’s Minister of Finance, 
On him devolved the duty of providing the sinews of war, and he accom- 
plished his task wth a fertility ef resource and a probity which won the 
admiration of friend and foe. When after the capitulation, General 
Garzgowski, the Austrian Governor, examined Maurogorato’s accounts, he 
exclaimed: “I would not have believed that those caiu//e of Republicans 
could have been such honest men!” After a long exile in Corfu Mauro- 
gonato returned to Venice in 1866, on the cession of the province to Italy, 
and was at once elected to represent Mirana Dolo in the Florentine 
Chamber. He remained in Parliament for the remainder of his life, and for 
a quarter of a century occupied the posts of President. of the Budget Com- 
mission, and Vice-President of the Chamber of Deputies. In 1873 he 
declined the portfolio of Finance which was offered to him by the King 
Victor Emanuel, and which is now held by a co-religionist, Signor Luzzatti. 
Eighteen months ago he became a Senator, his nomination: receiving the 
support of all parties. Maorogonato’s noble character—his fine intelligence, 
hig amiablity, his genias as poet and painter, bis uprightness and his 
genuine patrictism—has been dwelt upon with enthusiasm by the whole 
Italian press. 


The Brighton Synagogue is‘ the firat s\nagogue in England to be 
lighted by the electric light. Sone of our readers can remember the time 
when gas superseded candles as the illuminant in certain synagogues. Now 
gas is being driven out in its turn, and the electric lightis reigning in its 
stead. So conservative is the Jewish mind that the dethronement of 
candles was not acquiesced in without a murmur in every case. Gas was an 
innovation, and the ‘auld lichts "—the men, not the illuminants—viewed 
its introduction into the synagogue with some misgiving. To this very day 
gas is refused admission into the Bevis Marks Synagogue, and the retention 
of candles made an article of faith. Even the quality of the candles is 
deemed a matter upon which to spend conservative energies. Some years 
ago our esteemed ani vigilant correspondent, Mr. H. Guedalla, wrote to 
us stating that he had discovered a falling-off in the quality of the candles 
burnt in the ancient Synagogue, and entered his protest against the policy 
of which the deterioration was the outward and visible sign. In one way 
he was right. That principle of 718255, of doing a becoming thing in 
‘the most becoming manner, upon which the Talmudic Rabbins were wont 
to insist, is not to be disregarded in our day. by all means let the beauty 
of the synagogue be studied even in the matter of illuminants. But then 
the principle assuredly makes for the adoption of the electric light in most 
cases ; for, as compared with gas, it is more pleasant in itself, and it keeps 
the atmosphere cooler and less vitiated. Whether on the other hand, the 
electric light would harmonize with the character of the older synagogues 
like the Bevis Marks and the Great Synagogues, whose age is part of their 
charm, is an arsthe'ic question which requires some thought. That it should 
replace gas is one thing, but that it should supersede candles with their 
religions associations and their solemn aspect is another, The Committee 

of the Brighton Synagogue have certainly done we'l to exchange gas for 
electricity. There is a certain amount of breezy energy about the manage- 
ment of this place of worship which is quite in keeping with the wiehone 

town in which it is situated, While other congregations talk about improy- 
ing the Service, this congregation improve it, '

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CORRESPONDENCE, 
DENOMINATIONAL SCHOOLS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sir,—The correspondence now appearing in your columns under the above 
heading naturally excites my warmest interest, seeing how intimately I have. 
since many years past, been connected with two of thé most important of our 
educational establishments. I have read Mr. Jessel’s letter with peculiar satis. 
faction, not unmingled witha little pride, bearing in mind that he served his 
apprenticeship as a member of the Committee of the Westminster Jews’ Free 
School. This demonstrates yet another claim that our schools have upon the 
gratitude of the community, inasmuch as they not only train teachers (who 
often attain a world-wide reputation), but afford, through their management, 
an opportunity of advancing in the estimation of the Jewish public young men 
endowed with the ability of Mr. Jessel for instance, who brings natural talents, 
and an academic training to bear upon a cause which I hold, has still much to 
recommend it, the adverse criticisms of “School Manager” notwithstanding. 
Did I wish to take up the cudgels in defence of any as school, I could 
choose formidable weapons from among those provided by the Rev. Mr. Singer. 
Most of the arguments he adduces in favour of the Borough Schools hold 
equally good of the Westminster Jews’ Free School, and I have time after time 
endeavoured to impress upon the community the unfortunate results which the 
closing of this, Institution would inevitably bring about. Of the Jews’ Free 
School, I fortunately need not say much, as through an almost universal con- 
sensus of communal opinion, this great Institution 1s placed outside the range 
of probable disestablishment and disendowment, although such opinion is most 
inadequately backed up, when the annual appeal is circulated. There is, how- 
ever another aspect of the question which I would, at this season of the year, 
urge upon all thoughtful Jews. I have often been puzzled how it comes 
about that so many people ‘who pride themselves upon their se-called 
orthodoxy, prefer to run the risks inevitable upon the dispersal of the children 
of our poor among Board Schools, Why should they not be content to entrust 
their school subscriptions to the administration of communal Managers in 
whom they profess to have general confidence? The results hitherto achieved 
have been the admiration and envy of educational specialists of other 
denominations, Do the “* Dispersionists,’ if [ may so term them, not view with 
a certain amount of alarm the results depicted by your correspondents as likely 
to ensue through Jewish children becoming absorbed in Board Schools? 
Would they not prefer to leave them in the hands of zealous, liberal-minded 
Managers of their own faith, whose actions are keenly scrutinised (and always 
appreciated) by H.M.’s Inspectors of Schodls? Let them speak out plainly and 
formulate their wishes. If they succeed in convincing the public. they will 
naturally place the Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge upon 
a stable basis. At the present time, the Managers of our schools meet with 
grudging support, and the Association languishes from want of funds. As for 
myself, I tant that if we are permitted to carry on our work as School 
Managers on enlightened lines, we shall assist much in arresting the 
lamentable tendencies towards secession from our faith, and shall succeed in 
making the children of our poor good Jews and good Jewesses. while continuing 
to renderthem mindful of the deep obligations they owe to this great country 
in which they enjoy such unexampled toleration.

THE BOARD OF DEPUTIES AND IRREGULAR MARRIAGES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
Sin—Mr. Maurice Jacobs’ rejoinder to my remarks on the extraordinary 
action of the Board of Deputies, is, I venture to think, not a successful effort 
of special pleading. Mr. Jacobs seems to imagine that both “ Lex” and I have 
either “ ignored or misunderstood the true object of the bill.” He then favours us 
with an exposition of the Marriage Laws in general, and of the provisions © 
his bill in particular. I have no means of knowing whether “ Lex s — 
will be modified, by Mr. Jacobs’ long and learned dissertation, but 1 mus 
confess that my obtuse mind has not in-the least. been enlightened. 
Weare all agreed that these irregular, if not illegal, marriages constitute 
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serious evil, and that it is the duty of every friend of the poor to prevent their 
continuance. But in what I venture to differ from Mr. Jacobs is, as to the 
mode and method of their suppression. 

Mr. Jacobs’ strong point seems to be the support and approbation of the 
Beth Din. I have the highest respect for Ecclesiastical Authority, but when it 
is a question of personal experience against theoretical hear-say, I am not pre- 
pared to surrender my private judgment. Even the Beth Din themselves admit 
that “the wise action of the United Synagogue in reducing the marriage 
fees, has materially lessened the evil. | 

We are living in anxious times, It does not require a prophetic eye to 
foresee that the emigration problem will engage the serious attention of our 
statesmen. Now, one of the strongest points that has hitherto been urged in 
favour of our poor, is their happy marital life and strong attachment to their 
homes. But the passing of this bill will discover a fresh blot in the Jewish 
character, and will thus give a new weapon to our enemies. Again, I ask, have 
all other means been exhausted that we are compelled to resort to criminal 
measures? Have the reverend gentlemen who conduct the Sabbath Afternoon 
Services in the Great Synagogue been urged to impress upon their congregants 
the great evil of these marriages ’ Have the visitors to the poor—lay and 
clerical—embraced every opportunity to point out their terrible results’ Has 
the Rev. Mr. Maccoby, who has great influence with tne poor, been asked to 
denounce these practices as both un-Jewish and against the laws of the land ? 
Mr. Solomons ee proved beyond a doubt that the extortionate system of 
marriage fees is largely, if not mainly, responsible for the continuance of the 
scandal. [am prepared to move at the Council of the United Synagogue, that 
their “ wise action” be extended still further, if the Board will exert :their 
influence in other directions. 

The privileges we enjoy are not, by any means, too many ; and it behoves 
us to be most careful before we surrender a right for which our fathers, of 
blessed memory, have fought so bravely. We must not create a matrimonial 
criminal class, because a solitary black sheep has indulged in the doubtful 
luxury of what I may term “ quintigamy.”’ 

I cordially agree with Mr. Jacobs, that the “ discussion its action has called 
forth’ will not only rouse every Jew—including the Board—* to exert himself 
to render an sananl to Parliament unnecessary,” but that public opinion will 
regard such an appeal as a well-meant effort of legislative folly.

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IN DEATH NOT DIVIDED. 


We were able to announce last week that the negotiations between the West 
London Synagogue and the United Synagogue, with the object of securing 
for the former congregation the right to the use of the Willesden Cemetery, 
have resulted in a Scheme that will be submitted for definite adoption 
in May. The question is a most important one ; and while we do not doubt 
that it will be discussed on both sides with a ful! sense of its momentousness, 
we would express the hope that a mutual spirit of conciliation will make the 
proposed arrangement an accomplished fact. Thus far the history of the 
attempts to bring abouta rapprochement between the West London Syna- 
gogue and the general body of the community has not been a happy 
one. The Conference on .the Rabbinate with its abortive results so 
far as the communal union is concerned is still fresh in the minds of our 
readers, The forces at work within the Anglo-Jewish community appear 
to militate against a complete bridging of the gulf that sunders it. 
But though this fact is recognised, it does not necessarily preclude efforts 
aiming at a partial restoration of the old union. The Scheme now under 
consideration represents one of those efforts, and every friend of communal peace 
and good-will will heartily hope that 1t may be definitively adopted with good 
grace on both sides. If the greater univn is at present impracticable, let us at 
least strive after the smaller. If ** orthodox ” and ‘‘ reformer” cannot be entirely 
at one in life, let them be joined in death. The Great Leveller may well 
receive the homage that lies in destroying the mere semblance of distinctions 
which have ended. 

The question at issue is, of course, a wider one than the extension of the 
rights of burial in an ‘ orthodox” cemetery to Reform Jews. That right 
cannot be disputed. The most heterodox Jew is still, in theory, a member 


of the Synagogue, end interment in a Jewish Cemetery will never be refused | 
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to his remains even by the most conservative Rabbi. A short time ago Dr 
Adler fully admitted that he had no power to prevent the burial at Willesden 
of the ashes of a cremated body, though the cremation had taken place in 
direct opposition to his explicit enunciation of Jewish law. As a matter of 
fact, Reform Jews have already been buried at Willesden. Bat the point 
raised at the present moment is, whether Willesden Cemetery is to be 
opened, not to individual Reform Jews, but to the Reform Synagogue. In 
other words, is the Berkeley Street congregation t» have fall rights of in- 
terment in the Cemetery of the United Synagozgue—rights which wonld in- 
clude the recital by the Reform Ministers of the Reform Burial Service? 
It the point becomes a stumbling-block at this juncture, common-sense 
and mutual good feeling readily to 
attempt to trot out the *‘thin-edge-of-the-wedge” argument. A 
notable precedent has been set by Parliament, which all who are 
not absolutely blind to the advantages of communal peace will be inclined to 
follow.

After years of agitation, Nonconformist ministers have obtained 
the right of conducting Burial Services in Churcbyards. Terrible things 
were predicted of this innovation—before it was finally sanctioned. But 
nothing has come of the prognostications. The dead sleep as peacefully 
as of old, and, more remarkable still, there is no disturbance among the living. 
The very echoes of the strife aroused by the Burials Bill have passed away. 
The same happy results may be contidently foretold for our own community. 
If there are zealots who scent danger in the proposal to banish from what 
the Germans beautifa'ly call the “abode of peace” all. memory of the 
differences that divide us, we may be sure that only the fulfilment of the 
project is needed to reassure them.

A few years hence Reform funerals will be quite en régle in 


‘orthodox ” cemeteries, and people if they pay any attention to the matter 
at all will only wonder that there was ever any fuss made about it, 


We admit thatthe mere suggestion of an arrangemen: |ike that which is 
now engaging the attention of the two Synagogues concerned would have been 
impossible a few years ago. In that respect there has certainly been progreas. 
If ecclesiastical difficulties stand in the way of that complete re-union which 
theoretically is so desirable, the acerbity which the early days of the Reform 
movement left as theirevil legacy has almost entirely disappeared. Orthodox 
and Reformer have now agreed to ditfer, and they are able mutually to admit 
the honesty of opinions from which they strongly dissent. This tolerant 
[t is not so long ago 
that the attitude of the conservative Jews towards their opponents was of a 
far different character. Not a few of us can remember the refusal of tre 
authorities to bury Mr. Exxix, a founder of the West London Synagogue, 
except on conditions imposed in connection with the interment of a suicide 
or a notoriously immoral person. The deceased was not to have the benetit 
of Clergy ; the burial-service was to be read by the Beadle! And al! becacse 
the dead man conscientiously objected while he lived to keep the Second Day 
of the Festival, and doubted the inspiration of the Talmud. If this 
reason were deemed valid in these days, either interments at Willesden 
Cemetery would be few and far between, or * burial behind the boards "’ 
would have to be the rule. But even in former days intolerant feeling 
toward the ‘‘ seceder”’ was not general, though it may have been widespread. 
The Maiden Lane Synagogue agreed to bury Reformers, and at least one 
member of the West London Synagogue sleeps in the Bancroft Road 
Cemetery.

It is a hopeful sign that the narrowness which once characterised the 
conservative polcy on the Reform question is now being 
silently. deprecated even by the orthodox. Ic is safe to 
say that in these days a repetition of the deplorable Exxry incident 
would be impossible. But, unless we are greatly mistaken, the state of com- 
munal opinion justifies an advance in the direction of conciliation beyond the 
mere negative attitude of tolerance. It is quite time that, as Mr, Stuart 
SAMUEL, a gentleman whose attachment tothe orthodox party is beyond 
suspicion, wrote some weeks ago, religious differences should be stopped at 
the grave’sedge. In the presence of death everything should be forgotten 
save points of resemblance. The questions at issue between Orthodoxy and 
Reform—questions argued so fiercely at time-, and seemingly endowed with 
stupendous importance—fade away into nothingness before the majesty of 
thedeath-chamber. How petty are «il such problems when they are 
measured against the most inscrutable of mysteries! Nay, how shall we 
dare to think of such things as Orthodoxy and Re’orm when there is a 
common Judaism, a common humanity, linking us to the dead, and demanding 
for them a loving performance of the last office they clam at our hands ? 
How shall we dare to introduce those Shibboleths into God's Acre which we 
refuse to think can avail to shut out any man from eternal life? Oar religion 
teaches us that Heaven is open to the good of al! faiths, and the inference 
is obvious that we cannot close the gates of the graveyard sgainst innocent 
Israelites. 
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A PASSOVER GOSSIP ABOUT EGYPT. 

I have been so frequently seriously asked whether I encountered in Egypt 
any traces of vengeful feeling against Jews for the overthrow at the Red Sea and 
for the spoilation which preceded the Exodus, that I take this opportunity of in- 
forming Jewish would-be tourists up the Nile that all is forgotten and forgiven. 
The Jewish traveller is as welcome as any other provide d he rises to native con- 
ceptions of achkshersh, is willing to take his Egyptology on trust and is not par- 
ticular about his small change. The average Egyptian is singularly indifferent to 
the glorious and fascinating past of the land of the Pharaohs. He prides himself 
upon the mighty historic personaes in proportion to the number of those monn- 
ments for the demonstration of which a fee is to be expected ; and he looks upon 
such things asthe pwramids at Ghizeh, the olelisks at Luxor and the temple at 
Philae as the foundations, laid by disinterested past generations, of legacies of hack- 
sheesh for the Eg pti in of to day only this and nothing more. 

But Egyptian manners and customs have been so singularly conservative that, 
to him who is a student of men as w ell as of monuments, the heytian fellah of 
to-day is no lees an interesting etudy than the re mains of Heliopolis and Sakkara, 
of Pithom and of Rameses. A c mparison of the fellah at his daily work with 
the pictures on the monuments, reveals the interesting fact that in much that 
goes towards the making of everyday life, there has been no change up to to-day 
from times remote enough to embrace sojourn In The manner 
of labour and its duration, the food, the costumes andthe habits of the toilers show in 
many respects no more difference between then and now, than had “a thousand 
years been as one day” in the land of Egypt. In the matter of brick-making 
and of building, Upper Egypt is inncoent of change, and the Jew who watches 
the builder of Upper Egypt can see what Moses saw when he looked with pity 
upon the work of his brethren. The Egyptian brick builder has not to go far 
for his materials. He makes his bricks out of the soft mud ‘of the ground 
whereon he stands. His tools are his hands and feet, and with these implements 
of nature he works up a thick paste of mud and water, scooping a little trench 
such as children make in the sands, and treading in, with his feet, chopped 
straw suflicient to give cohesion to the bricks when dried. This straw is brought 
to the brick-makers, and one can well understand the hardship engendered by the 
edict that the Hebrew bondsmen should gather their own straw in addition to 
their day-long toil. A wooden mould cives shape to the brick which is put in 
the sun to dry, and is very soon reaty for building purposes. For mortar, the 
Egyptian fellah uses, moist, the same mixture of mud and straw from which his 
bricks are made. It must not be inferred from this that there is any lack of sub- 
stantiality in the buildings so produced. They answer all the climatic require- 
ments of Egypt, and being where they are, compare very favourably both for 
comfort and honesty with the erections of enterprising Egyptologists (7) in our 
modern suburbs, 3 

When we read that the Israelite bondmen at their work “were beaten,” 
wecan form no idea of the terrible engine of torture the great whip or Kourhash 
was in the hands of the taskimaster. The old inscriptions show us very plainly 
that all the glorious temples and palaces of Egypt were erected under the lash. 
These monuments of ingenuity are no less monuments of human agony. There 
is every reason to-suppose that millions upon iillions of human lives were 
sacrificed in Ancient Egypt to that physical exertion which necessarily took <he 
place of modern labour-saving appliances. It was only a very powerful tyrant 
who could be a great builder, and the greatest of them all went in terror of their 
lives, so did the spirit even of ¢/¢/r people groan under their despotism. The 
Aourbash 18 a whip of rhinoceros hide, the stock and thong being all of one 
piece, cut from the thick skin. It is almost unbreakable and was a most terrible 
engine of punishment when wielded by a strong arm over the shoulders of the 
bare-backed workers. Its general use has only quite recently been abrogated 
under the intluence of Western ideas. Even now it is a symbol of authority and 
was carried, when I was at Luxor, by the native overman at the excavations 
while, at the various stations touched at bythe Nile boat, it. was the dernier ressort 
of the perspiring policeman who attempted to rescue the passengers from the con- 
tending crowd of mendicants and pedlars. The very word ‘“ Kourbash” is 
enough to scare away the swarm of little brown boys and 
girla who cluster round the European out for a walk in 
Upper Egypt. You exhaust your small Arabic vocabulary upon them 
in vain. You tell them ‘“ Hemshi Kelb” (get away dog) which, in Egypt 
is the polite way of saying * Your services are not required,” and they will only 
grin and show their white teeth, but the magic word “ Kourbash ” has still 
terrors enough to set them scampering. The denomination of the Motsa as 
‘the bread of atiiction which our fathers did eat in the land of Egypt,” 
leads one to speculate whether or not the Motsa was eaten during the bondage 
and was incidental to its servitude. This was the opinion of Dr. Asher who 
used to point out in support of his suggestion that the fellaheen of Egypt. still 
live upon a coarse unleavened bread, I paid particular attention to this point, 
and found that it is certainly the case, and has been so as long as Egypt has 
had a history. The bread of the fellah is, I should think. about the very 
coarsest form of the staff of life. It is unleavened, of a dirty brown colour, has 
an appreciable quantity of sand among its ingredients (orthodox Motsa bakers 
will take particular notice of this), and is made in cakes which resemble in shape 
and consistency the deck-quoits used on ocean steamers. It seems, however, to 
be the most serviceable of bread for the fellab. Baking is a tedious process in 
such a climate, and as the unleavened bread keeps for ever—it is born stale, so 
to spesk—a grand bake every now and then is sufficient for a whole village. What- 
ever the Semitic sojournersin Egypt may have thought of it, the fellaheen certainly 
appear to eat it with relish, and when visiting the native at home (of course out 
of the beaten track of tourists), nothing delights your hospitable entertainers so 


much as when, in addition to their delicious coffee, you ask for a little of their 
bread. and try to eat it. : 


_ The ritual for Passover,and for Seder night in particular is one to which 

singularly little attention has been given in Anglo-Jewish literature The 
Hagoda with its quaint liturgy, the retlection of Temple times in the service

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ISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE. 


The adjourned annual meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue was held on Sunday at the Vestry Room, Bevis Marks, 


SPAN 


to proceed with the debate on the Report issued by the Committee, on Finance. 


At the previous meeting, the subject underdebate was a motion by Mr. Gapeter, 
Lixpo. President of the Mahamad, referring to the Elders to carry out with 
such modifications as may be necessary, so much of the Report as dealt with the 
disposal of the freehold property. 

Mr. Percy M. CastTELLo, resuming the debate, supported the Scheme. He 
objected, however, to much money being spent on repairing the Bryanstone 
Street Synagogue, which was doomed, especially as there was a possibility of a 
new Synagogue being erected elsewhere. . 

Mr. Josuta M. Levy moved as an amendment: “ That whilst cordially 
thanking the Finance Committee for the recommendations contained in their 
Report, dated ‘th February, 1802, it 1s desirable to appoint a Special Committee 
to consider further the Scheme embodied therein, and other matters, with a view 
of ascertaining whether any, and what, further improvements can be made 
tending to benefit the congregation and its finances, and shall report thereon 
to the Yehidim as early as possible.”’ Mr. Levy said that he had not the slightest 
desire to attempt again, by means ofa side wind, to re-open the question of 
demolishing the Synagogue. There were, however, numerous points in the 
Scheme which needed further consideration. His personal opinion was rather 
to reduce than to enlarge the Scheme, one of the weakest points in which was 
its magnitude. He thought that it would be quite sufficient to begin with the 
Schools and Almshouses in Heneage Lane. 

Mr. D. A. Roman, while seconding the amendment, objected to the removal 
of the Almshouses from Heneage Lane, but agreed that the condition of the 
tinanees required further consideration. 

Mr. J. GENESE said it was no credit to the congregation that it-was no farther 
now than it was five years ago with the question of improving the finances. But 
one point had been gained, they had saved their Synagogue. He hoped there 
would be no further delay in carrying out the Scheme of the Committee, for 
delay involved considerable loss of money. The school question was of the 
rreatest importance. He urged the congregation to take pattern by the noble 
building in Bell Lane, and no longer keep the disreputable buildings in Heneage 
Lane. But he objected to the removal of the schools from their present site. 

The debate was continued by Mr. A. BENAno, who supported the principle 
of the Scheme, by Mr. A. A. Romain, who supported the amendment, and by Mr. 
A, SovunuAml, who considered the Scheme unsatisfactory. 

Mr. D. BENOLIEL, in supporting the amendment, said that if the finanees 
were unsatisfactory, it was the duty of the Elders to put them right, and of the 
Yehidim to support them, The present was not the first-time that the congrega- 
tion had been in troubled waters. Fifty years ago it had to pass through a far 
graver crisis, and the Elders of that day successfully steered it through the 
troubled waters. At the bottom of the present difficulty was the fact 
that the government of the congregation was not sy J carried out. 
Findatores and Guardians were elected at fixed periods, and the Yehidim had no 
differences with them for that very reason. They should therefore also have an 
Executive Board who should be subject to election every two or three years, 
instead of being a permanent body. He objected to the removal of the Alms- 
houses from Heneage Lane, for it would have the effect of reducing the atten- 
dance at Synagogue, and by indirect means, therefore, hasten its demolition. | 

Mr. E. L. Mocarra supported the amendment. Speaking on the question 
of the schools, he said that if the congregation could satisfactorily educate the 
girls and infants, he did not see why they could not do the same for boys, for 
the present boys’ school was merely a religion class. The point was one that 
might be considered by Mr. Joshua Levy’s proposed Committee. Personally 
he would like to see more representatives of the North and East on the various 
Committees of the Congregation. They would all learn to know each other 
better, and the affairs of the congregation would work more smoothly. 

Mr. JoHN Pinro said that it only a small portion of the property were to 
be dealt with at present, it would only be putting in the thin edge of the wedge 
for the demolition of the Synagogue. Let the Elders have the candour to 
admit that they were in error in proposing the demolition, now that they saw 
the congregation were determined not to part with their ancient place of wor- 
ship. Under the Scheme it was proposed to erect Schools and Almhouses at 
some considerable distance from the present site; but why should they go far 
afield when they could put up all the new buildings that were required on their 
own property, which had the advantage of the Synagogue being on the spot. He 
saw that it was intended to buy the vote of the members in the North of 
London for the Scheme by increasing the grant from £20 to £100a year. But 
of what good would £100 be? That sum represented the annual interest on 
between £35,000 and £4,000. For that amount it would be possible to erect 4 
Synagogue, and it would be far better to incur the capital expenditure than to 
fritter away £100 every year. He was also of opinion that any expenditure on 
repairing the Bryanstone Street Synagogue would be wasted. What was neede 
in the West End was a Synagogue more conveniently situated, with 4 
service more in harmony with the time. He would tell the meeting the 
reason for the failure of their revenue. It was because the Elders wanted to 
govern on a system of two or three centuries back, and were unwilling to 
move with the spirit of the times. Many of the laws, indeed, were of such 4 
nature as to be incomprehensible to outsiders who wished to join the congreg2- 


tion. 


Mr. 8S. EzeEx1£1 said there were many good points in the Scheme with which 
he heartily agreed. But he would support the amendment if Mr. Joshua 
Levy thought that it would be more advantageous to appoint a new Com: 
mittee than to refer the Scheme back to the same Committee. He agree 
that the question of the demolition of the Synagogue must be regarded as 
outside the range of practical politics. He was in its favour, but at once gave 
way when he found that the opposition was so strong. Asto Bryanston Street 
he thought that an outlay on the shabby building would be wasted and that 
scone on atas iu new Synagogue in a more convenient locality would have to 

erected, 

Mr. Gabrien. Linpo, said that on behalf of his colleagues of the Mahamad, 
they would, after hearing the arguments that had been raised, cheerfully fall 1m 
with the amendment. The new Committee would not only go into financia 
questions, but would also deal with matters to improve generally the congrega- 
tion. By improving the finances they would improve the congregation, 4” 
in improving the affairs of the congregation, they would improve the finances. 
While the Mahamad had no desire to join the new Committee they would 
most happy to render the Committee every assistance and facility in their power, 
with the view of restoring the prestige of their ancient Synagogue. h 

After a few remarks by Mr. casa LEVY, in reply to several of the

members, it having been decided by a majority of votes and in accordance W1t 
their own desire, “ to put new blood” on the Committee. 
The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair, 
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BERLIN, Apri 13.—The central committee for Russian Jewish emigration 
has now drawn up a plan of action. Up to the present the emigration of 
Russian Jews has not been organized in any way. The thousands pouring 
through Germany have been forwarded to England, the United States, or any 
other country that would receive them. Of late the American Government 
has become more watchful, and several hundred destitute Jews have been sent 
back to Germany. As in many instances they have no passports and no means 
of proving their nationality, the Russian authorities have declined to readmit 
them. At Thorn, Memel, and numerous other German frontier towns hundreds 
of Russian Jews are ina state of starvation. being unable to go forward or baek. 
In order to put an end to this state of affairs it has now been resolved to 
organize the stream of emigration. The frontier committees will make a 
selection of able-bodied Jews likely to make good colonists. These will be 
sent off in batches of 100 at a time. In the first instance they will be despatched 
to the Umited States. In a few months, when the land in the Argentine 
Republic is prepared for settlers, the emigrants will be sent thither. It 1s 
calculated that the tract of country purchased by Baron Hirsch will at the 
proposed rate take 20 years to colonize. Vv this means the new-comers will be 
received by and distributed among their more experienced co-religionists, and 
they will be assisted until they can support themselves by their own labour,—

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A PASSOVER GOSSIP ABOUT EGYPT. 
 - 

I have been so frequently seriously asked whether I encountered in Egypt 
any traces of vengeful feeling acainst Jews for the overthrow at the Red Sea and 
for the spoilation which preceded the Exodis, that I take this opportunity of in- 
forming Jewish would-be tourists up the Nile that all is forgotten and forgiven. 
The Jewish traveller is as welcome as any other provided he rises to native con- 
ceptions of backshersh, is willing to take his Egyptology on trust and is not par- 
ticular about his small change. The average Egyptian ts singularly indifferent to 
the glorious and fascinating past of the land of the Ph iraohs. He prides himeelf 
upon the michty historic personages in proportion to the number of those monn- 
ments for the demonstration of which a fee is to be expected; and he looks upon 
auch things asthe pwramids at Ghizeh, the obelisks at Luxor and the temple at 
Philae as the foundations, laid by disinterested past generations, of legacies of hack- 
sheesh for the Egyptian of to-day—* only this and nothing more.’ 

But Egyptian manners and customs have been so singularly conservative that, 
to him who is a student of men as well as of monuments, the Eeytian fellah of 
to-dav is no leas an interesting etuddy than the re mains of Heliopolis and Sakkara, 
of Pithom and of Rameses. A comparison of the fellah at his daily work with 
the pictures on the monuments, reveals the interesting fact that in much that 
goes towards the making of everyday life, there has been no change up to to-day 
from times remote enough to embrace Israel's sojourn in Egypt. The manner 
of labour and its duration, the food, the costumes and the habits of the toilers show in 
many respects no more difference between then and now, than had “a thousand 
years been as one day” in th: land of Egypt. In the matter of brick-making 
and of building, Upper Egypt is inncoent of change, and the Jew who watches 
the builder of Upper Egypt can see what Moses saw when he looked with pity 
upon the work of his brethren. The Egyptian brick builder has not to go far 
for his materials. He makes his bricks out of the soft mud of the ground 
whereon he stands, His tools are his hands and feet, and with these implements 
of nature he works up a thick paste of mud and water, scooping a little trench 
such as children make inthe sands, and treading in, with his feet, chopped 
straw suflicient to give cohesion to the bricks when dried. This straw is brought 
to the brick-makers, and one can well understand the hardship engendered by the 
edict that the Hebrew bondsmen should gather their own straw in addition to 
their day-long toil. A wooden mould gives shape to the brick which is put in 
the sun to dry, and 1s Very soon ready for building purposes. For mortar, the 
Egyptian fellah uses, moist, the same mixture of mud and straw. from which his 
bricks are made. It must not be inferred from this that there 1s any lack of sub- 
stantiality in the buildings so produced. They answer all the climatic require- 
ments of Egypt, and being where they are, compare wery favourably both for 
comfort and honesty with the erections of enterprising Egyptologists (7) in our 
modern suburbs. 

When -we read that the Israelite bondmen at their work “ were beaten,” 
wecan form no idea of tle terrible engine of torture the great whip or Aourhash 
was in the hands of the taskmaster. The old inscriptions show us very plainly 
that all the glorious temples and palaces of Egypt were erected under the lash. 
These monuments of ingenuity are no less monuments of human agony. There 
is every reason to suppose that millions upon millions of human lives were 
sacrificed in Ancient Egypt to that physical exertion which necessarily took the 
place of modern labour-saving appliances. It was only a very powerful tyrant 
who could be a great builder. and the greatest of them all went in terror of their 
lives. so did the spirit even of their people groan under their despotism. The 
Aourbash is a whip of rhinoceros hide, the stock and thong being all of one 
piece, cut from the thick skin. It is almost unbreakable and was a most terrible 
engine of punishment when wielded by. a strong.arm over the shoulders of the 
bare-backed workers. Its general use has only quite recently been abrogated 
under the influence of Western ideas. Even now it is a symbol of authority and 
was carried, when I was at Luxor, by the native overman at the excavations 
while, at the various stations touched at bythe Nile boat, it was the dernier ressort 
of the perspiring policeman who attempted to rescue the passengers from the con- 
tending crowd of mendicants and pedlars. The very word ‘“ Kourbash” is 
enough to scare away the swarm of little brown boys’ and 
girls who cluster round the European out for a walk in 
Upper Egypt. You exhaust your small Arabic vocabulary upon them 
in vain. You tell them * Hemshi Kelb” (get away dog) which, in Egypt 
is the polite way of saying ~ Your services are not required,” and they will only 
grin and show their white teeth, but the magic word “ Kourbash ” has still 
terrors enough to set them scampering. The denomination of the Motsa as 
‘the bread of affliction which our fathers did eat in the land of Egypt,” 
leads one to speculate whether or not the Motsa was eaten during the bondage 
and was incidental to its servitude, This was the opinion of Dr. Asher who 
used to point out in support of his suggestion that the fellaheen of Egypt. still 
live upon a coarse unleavened bread. I paid particular attention to this point, 
and found that it is certainly the case, and has been so as long as Egypt has 
had a history. The bread of the fellah is, I should think, about the very 
coarsest form of the staff of life. It is unleavened, of a dirty brown colour, has 
an appreciable quantity of sand among its ingredients (orthodox Motsa bakers 
will take particular notice of this), and is made in cakes which resemble in shape 
and consistency the deck-quoits used on ocean steamers. It seems, however, to 
be the most serviceable of bread for the fellab. Baking is a tedious process in 
such a climate, and as the unleavened bread keeps for ever—it is born stale, so 
to spesk—a grand bake every now and then is sufficient for a whole village. What- 
ever the Semitic sojournersin Egypt may have thought of it, the fellaheen certainly 
appear to eat it with relish, and when visiting the native at home (of course out 
of the beaten track of tourists), nothing delights your hospitable entertainers so 
much a8 when, in addition to their delicious coffee, you ask for a little of their 

bread, and try to eat it. 

_ The ritual for Passover, and for Seder night in particular is one to which 
singularly little attention has been given in Anglo-Jewish literature. The 
Hagoda with its quaint liturgy, the reflection of Temple times in the service 
the charming Urientalisms reviving on this night only, and last but not 
least, the Egyptology of the period of the Exodus, comprise together subject 
matter for an English introduction to the Hagoda for Passover which. before 
next year, I trust to place before the Anglo-Jewish Commuuity.

SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE SYNAGOGUE. 


The adjourned annual meeting of the Yehidim of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue was held on Sunday at the Vestry Room, Bevis Marks, 
to proceed with the debate on the Report istued by the Committee, on Finance, 
At the previous meeting, the subject underdebate was a motion by Mr. Gaprier 
Lixpo. President of the Mahamad, referring to the Elders to carry out with 
<uch modifications as may be necessary, so much of the Report as dealt with the 
disposal of the freehold property. 

Mr. Percy M. CasTELLo, resuming the debate, supported the Scheme. He 
objected, however, to much money being spent on repairing the Bryanstone 
Street Synagogue, which was doomed, especially as there was a possibility of a 
new Synagogue being erected elsewhere. 

Mr. Josuva M. Levy moved as an amendment: “That whilst cordially 
thanking the Finance Committee for the recommendations contained in their 
Report, dated {th February, 1802, it is desirable to appoint a Special Committee 
to consider further the Scheme embodied therein, and other matters, with a view 
of ascertaining whether any, and what, further improvements can be made 
tending to benefit the congregation and its finances, and shall report thereon 
to the Yehidim as earlyas possible.” Mr. Levy said that he had not the slightest 
desire to attempt again, by means of a side wind, to re-open the question of 
demolishing the Synagogue. There were, however, numerous points in the 
Scheme which needed further consideration. His personal opinion was rather 
to reduce than to enlarge: the Scheme, one of the weakest points in which was 
its magnitude. He thought that it would be quite sufficient to begin with the 
Schools and Almshouses in Heneage Lane. 

Mr. D. A. Roman, while seconding the amendment, objected to the removal 
of the Almshouses from Heneage Lane, but agreed that the condition of the 
tinanees required further consideration. 

Mr. J. GENESE said it was no credit to the congregation that it was no farther 
now than it was five years ago with the question of improving the finances. But 
one point had been gained, they had saved their Synagogue. He hoped there 
would be no further delay in carrying out the Scheme of the Committee, for 
delay involved considerable loss of money. The school question was of the 
rreatest importance. He urged the congregation to take pattern by the noble 
bulidine in Bell Lane, and no longer keep the disreputable buildings in Heneage 
Lane. But he objected to the removal of the schools from their present site. 

The debate was continued by Mr. A. BENABO, who supported the principle 
of the Scheme, by Mr. A. A. Romain, who supported the amendment, and by Mr. 
A. SouHAMI, who considered the Scheme unsatisfactory. ; 

Mr. D. BENOLIEL, in supporting the amendment, said that if the finances 
were unsatisfactory, it was the duty of the Elders to put them right, and of the 
Yehidim to support them. The present was not the first time that the congrega- 
tion had been in troubled waters. Fifty years ago it had to pass through a far 
graver crisis, and the Elders of that day successfully steered it through the 
troubled waters. At the bottom of the present difficulty was the fact 
that the government of the congregation was .not properly carried out. 
Findatores and Guardians were elected at fixed periods, and the Yehidim had no 
differences with them for that very reason. They should therefore also have an 
Executive Board who should be subject to election every two or three years, 
instead of being a permanent body. He objected to the removal of the Alms- 
houses-from Heneage Lane, for it would have the effect of reducing the atten- 
dance at Synagogue, and by indirect means, therefore, hasten its demolition. | 

Mr. E. L. Mocartra supported the amendment. Speaking on the question 
of the schools, he said that if the congregation could satisfactorily educate the 
girls and infants, he did not see why they could not do the same for boys, for 
the present boys’ school was merely a religion class. Vhe point was one that 
might be considered by Mr. Joshua Levy’s proposed Committee. Personally 
he would like to see more representatives of the North and East on the various 
Committees of the Congregation. They would all learn to know each other 
better, and the affairs of the congregation would work more smoothly. 

Mr. JouN Pinto said that it only a small portion of the property were to 
be dealt with at present, it would only be putting in the thin Ane of the wedge 
for the demolition of the Synagogue. Let the Elders have the candour to 
admit that they were in error in proposing the demolition, now that they saw 
the congregation were determined not to part with their ancient place of wor- 
ship. Under the Scheme it was proposed to erect Schools and Almhouses at 
some considerable distance from the present site; but why should they go far 
afield when they could put up all the new buildings that were required on their 
own property, which had the advantage of the Synagogue beingon the spot. He 
saw that it was intended to buy the vote of the members in the North of 
London for the Scheme by increasing the grant from £20 to £100 a year. But 
of what good would £100 be? That sum represented the annual interest on 
between £3,000 and £4,000. For that amount it would be possible to erect 4 
Synagogue, and it would be far better to incur the capital expenditure than to 
fritter away £100 every year. He was also of opinion that any expenditure on 
repairing the Bryanstone Street Synagogue would be wasted. What was neede 
in the West End was a Synagogue more conveniently situated, with 4 
service more in harmony with the time. He would tell the meeting the 
reason for the failure of their revenue. It was because the Elders wanted to 
govern on a system of two or three centuries back, and were unwilling to 
move with the spirit of the times. Many of the laws, indeed, were of such 2 
meng as to be incomprehensible to outsiders who wished to join the congreg@- 

ion. 

Mr. S. EZEKIEL said there were many good points in the Scheme with which 
he heartily agreed. But he would support the amendment if Mr. Joshua 
Levy thought that it would be more advantageous to appoint a new Com- 
mittee than to refer the Scheme back to the same Committee. He agt 
that the question of the demolition of the Synagogue must be regarded as 
outside the range of practical politics. He was in its favour, but at once gave 
way when he found that the opposition was so strong. Asto Bryanston Street 
he thought that an outlay on the shabby building would be wasted and that 
sooner or later a new Synagogue in a more convenient locality would have to 
be erected. 

Mr. Gapriet Linpo, said that on behalf of his colleagues of the Mahamad, 
they would, after hearing the arguments that had been raised, cheerfully fall in 
with the amendment. The new Committee would not only go into financia 
questions, but would also deal with matters to improve generally the congreg® 
tion. By improving the finances they would improve the congregation, 4 
in‘improving the atfairs of the congregation, they would improve the finances. 
While the Mahamad had no desire to join the new Committee they woul 
most happy to render the Committee every assistance and facility in their powe 
with the view of restoring the prestige of their ancient Synagogue. h 

After a few remarks by Mr. Josuua Levy, in reply to several of the 
speakers, the amendment was carried unanimously. be 

Mr. Josuva Levy next moved: “That such Special Committee 
appointed, and that it consist of eight Yehidim.”’ anne 

Considerable time was occupied in the nomination and election of the Com- 
mittee, which, after a ballot, was declared to consist of the following gentlemen : 
Messrs. D. Benoliel, Percy M. Castello, 8. Ezekiel, I. Genese, Abraham Hassan, 
Joshua M. Levy, E. L. Mocatta, D. A. Romain. None of the Mahamad ir 
members, it having been decided by a majority of votes and in accordance W! 
their own desire, * to put new blood” on the Committee,

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THE RUSSIAN 


BERLIN, Apric 15.—The central committee for Russian Jewish emigration 
has now drawn up a plan of action. Up to the present the emigration of 
Russian Jews has not been organized in any way. The thousands pouring 
through Germany have been forwarded to England. the United States, or anv 
other country that would receive them. Of. late the American Government 
has become more watchful, and several hundred destitute Jews have been sent 
back to Germany. As in many Instances they have no passports and no means 
of proving their nationality, the Russian authorities have declined to readmit 
them. At Thorn, Memel, and numerous other German frontier towns hundreds 
of Russian Jews are ina state of starvation, being unable to go forward or back. 
In order to put an end to this state of affairs it has now been resolved to 
organize the stream of emigration. The frontier committees will make a 
selection of ab'--bodied Jews lkely to make good colonists. These will be 
sent off in batches of 100 at atime. In the first instance they will be despatched 
to the United States. In a few months, when the land in the Argentine 
Republic is prepared for settlers, the emigrants will be sent thither. It 1s 
calculated that the tract of country purchased by Baron Hirsch will at the 
proposed rate take 20 years to colonize. By this means the new-comers will be 
received by and distributed among their more experienced co-religionists, and 
they will be assisted until they can support themselves by their own labour,—

LITERARY INTELLIGENCE.

The Baroness Thércse James de Rothschild has published a small volume 
entitled Pages détachécs, for strictly private circulation. The volume is dedi- 
cated to her children Jean and Henri, and contains studies and precepts on all 
the virtues that should actuate the human breast. There are, besides sensible 
papers “ On the Use of Money,’ * the well-educated man " and some impressions 
of a journey in Switzerland. 

The second volume of the “ Quellen zur Geschichte der Juden in Deutsch- 
land” published by the Historical Commission for the History of the Jews in 
Germany, is nearly ready for publication. It contains the Hebrew documents 
concerning the first and second Crusades as known at present, mostly copied or 
collated from MSS., in English libraries, followed by a German translation 
and prefaced by an historical introduetion by Prof. Henry 
Strasburg. 

Professor Guglielmo Laties, in Leghorn, has published a work * Educazione 
e Civilta [sraelitica,” in which he shows the intluence exercised by the Jews 
since the dispersion on civilisation, and dwells on the physical, intellectual and 
moral education among the Jews. 

The librettist of Mascagni’s famous opera “ Cavalleria Rustieana,” Professor 
Dr. Guido Menasei has completed another libretto, the “ Nantzau,” which the 
same composer is setting to music. At Signor Maseagni’s request, Dr. Menasei 
will represent him at the first performance of “ L’ Amico Fritz” in Vienna.

In anticipation of the Annual Elections, several constituent Synagogues of 
the United SVnagogue are issuilbny their Annual Reports to the mem bers. 

lhe Board ot Management ot the St. John’s Wood Synagogue congratulate 
the members on its continued prosperity, the total revenue for 1s0] having 
shown an increase of £7" on that of the previous year, Whilst the B ard have 
aiven ail necess iry attention to the financial interests of the vation, they 
have steadily ke pt inview of the importance of making the Synagogue a Spiritu il 
Centre—a real House of Prayer. In addition to the rewular discours s by the 
Rev. B. Berliner and the Rev. H. L. Price several members of the clergy and 
layin n delivered sermons during the vear. At the invitation of Mr, A. ¥. 
W oolf, Senior Warden. and Mrs. Woolf, | number of ladies ot the Congregation 
undertook with most gratifying success the work of decorating the Syn wogue 
at Pentecost. 


Special services for children were successfully held during 
Passove rand Hanucah. The Board of Management received with mucl} 
al application to grant the use of the Synagogue for holding therein the 
Special Services at present conducted by the Committee of the Hampstead 
Sabbath Afternoon Services at the Kilburn Town Hall. The application was 
readily and cordially acceded to by the Board of Management, subject to the 
approval of the Chef Rabbi. At the outset a willingness was expressed by the 
Hampstead (Comittee to forego the use of instrumental music, but

Reyvarding the list of 
Suggestions in tne ritual upon W hich the conyregants were requested by circular 
to express their opinion, the report States hi replies receive i were largely 
in favour of asking the Chief Rabin to permit the sugyested alterations to be 
adopted in this Synagogue. The Board, however, regret that a greater number 
of members did not avail themselves of the opportunity of giving expression 
to their views upon the question submitted to them, but the strong majority 
In support of the sugyvested alterations, unmustakably shews how clearly it is the 
wish of the voters to see the adoption or some moditications In the service.” 
At aGeneral Me Litky of the Members heid in May last it Was decided that 
steps should be taken Lo prolote congrey tional sinwiny in the Synag A 
Committee was formed (with Mr, 3. Birnbaum as Chairman), to carry out this 
purpose, and meetings for choir practice were arranged. These were not well 
attended, and through the protracted illness of the Chotr-master, the rehearsals 
lapsed. It is hoped that after Passover they Will again be resumed. 

There 1s little in the Report of the Hanunersmith Synagogue that calls for 
special notice. There has been an increase both of gentlemen and lady seat- 
holds rs, but, is in the case of the Central Synagogie, the Board ot Management 
deplore a lack of personal interest in attendance at the services, Congregational 
singing has been introduced and has proved a decided sucess. 

In the First Annual Report issued this vear to the Seathoiders of the East 
London Synagogue, the Board of Management express pleasure at the increase 
of membership andin the income, the largest yet recorded. ‘The general attend- 
ance at the services is satisfactory, but the Board would welcome an increase in 
the number of lady-worshippers at the Sabbath Services. The attendance of a 
large number of children unaccompanied by adult worshippers forms a serious 
drawback to the solemnity which should pervade the House of Prayer. The 
want of a Congregational Succah having long been telt, the Rev. J. F. Stern, the 
minister, collected the funds necessary tor the erection of a brick building on a 
piece of land adjoining the synagogue.

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BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held at 
the Council Room of the lnited Synagogue, (‘harlotte Street, Portland Place. 
There were present Mr. Manven Casterso, one of the Vice-Presidents, in the 
chair, Messrs. D. L. Alexander, Q.C., S. V. Abraham, B. Birnbaum, Lewis 
Davis, F. Davis. Ellis A. Franklin. M. Jacobs, H. 8S. Mendelssohn, A, B. Salmen 
and L. Schloss, 

Distskp CEMETERIES, 

Mr. Lewis Evanvet, the Solicitor and Secretary, submitted a Report as to 
the care of disused Synagogues and Cemeteries. The Report stated that 1t seems 
strange that in sucha well-ordered community as ours, no provision whatever 
exists for the care and management of disused Synagogues and Burial Grounds 
in the United Kingdom. Whilst enormous progreas has been made during the 
last quarter of a century in the organisation and management of our public 
worship, our schools, and our charities, this one function of communal life 
seems, except in the metropolitan area, to have been entirely overlooked. The 
Chief Rabbiius of ommion that the Board of Deputies should assume the othice, 
and as no other body has taken any action in the matter, I think that if the 
Deputies were willing to perform this work, it would constitute an honourable 
mene useful addition to the functions they already discharge. I recommend that 
(by virtue of the authority to be obtained under a local Act or scheme of the 
Charity Commissioners as presently mentioned) if the Chief Rabbi for the 
time being shall address to the President of the Board a declaration that a 
Synagogue has ceased to be used as a public place of worship, or that a Jewish 
Cemetery has ceased to be used as a place of interment, the site of such 
Synagogue and Cemetery respectively, and the bmldings thereon, or held there- 
with, shall immediately become vested in the President, Vice-President, 
Treasurer, and Senior Auditor of the Board, for the time. being, as Trustees, 
and that no further evidence of such vesting shall be necessary, and that a 
copy of the declaration certified by the Solicitor and Secretary shall be 
accepted in every Court of Law as conclusive evidence of the fact. The trusts, 
shortly expressed, should be to sell the Synagogue buildings, and invest the 
net proceeds, and apply the income firstly in payment of the expenses incidental 
to the execution of the trusts, then, so far as the income will extend, in maintain- 
ing the disused Jewish Cemeteries of the United Kingdom in decent order and 
condition, and to accumulate the surplus income (if any) by adding the same 
to the capital; until sale, the Trustees to have power to improve, lease, and if 
necessary mortgage the Trust Estate. 

Mr. OswaLp J. Simon moved, and Mr. B. seconded pro forma 
that the Report be received, 

Mr. Davin L.. ALEXANDER, Q.C., said that the thanks of the Board were due 
to Mr. Emanuel for his Report which exhibited great ability, skill and research 
in endeavouring to find a solution for a question fraught with great difficulties. 
lt appeared to him that the object of the Report was to point out a scheme by 
winch the cost of maintaining disused Cemeteries would be defrayed from the 
funds raised as the proceeds of the sale of disused Synagogues. It was 
questionable whether the powers of the Board were wide enough to include 
the care of disused Cemeteries, but by a liberal interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion the duty could be brought within the province of the Board of Deputies, 
and he would be in favour ot sucha course. He feared that the Report was not 
a working one. In the case of a provincial congregation owning a freehold 
Synagogue falling into deeay, and leaving only a few members, there was no 
doubt that the Trustees would sell the freehold to pay off their debts, and 
settle their hatilites, before finally passing out of existence. The Board 
might obtain leaseholds but probably these would contain burdensome clauses 
and would necessitate the payment of large rents, and such Synagogues would 
be far from an advantage, and would not supply the necessary funds to main- 
tain the Cemeteries. He did not believe that the present disused Synagogues 
would produce anything like enough to maintain the disused Cemeteries. 

Mr. B. BirxvatM pointed out that the Report was not quite clear as to 
whether its action should be optional or compulsory. It stated that the Board 
“shall” take over the Synagogues—he would suggest that the word should be 
altered to “may.” , 

Mr. Lewis Davis said he considered that Mr. Birnbaum’s suggestion went 
to the essence of the Report. He agreed that the Report appeared to make the 
transfer of Synagogues compulsory, and such a course would impose great 
responsibilities on the Board, 

Mr. OswaLpd. Simon urged that the previous speakers appeared to ignore 
the principle underlying the Report.’ It wasa religious and not a commercial 
principle. He admitted that the new duty proposed would be a burden and not 
an advantage. 

Mr. Eviis A. FRANKLIN said there was no duty upon Jews to provide for 
the care of disused Synagogues; but it was a most important duty that Jews 
should maintain disused Jewish Cemeteries. He would recommend that the 
Board should express its willingness to accept funds for the purpose of carrying 
out that duty. 

Mr. L. ScHLoss moved, and Mr. F. Davis seconded. that having heard 
Mr. Alexander and other gentlemen, the Board refer the Report toa special 
Committee. After some turther remarks from Messrs. S. V. Abraham. on 
Emanuel and L. Schloss, the following, on the motion of Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER.

THE LATE MR. A. DE M. MOCATTA. 


On Wednesday, the 6th, a representative gathering assembled at the Borough 
Jewish Schools, to witness the unveiling of a memorial tablet, erected by the 
Committee in memory of the late president, Mr. A. De Mattos Mocatta, who met 
with a fatal accident just a yearago. The proceedings opened with the afternoon 
service, the Kaddish being recited by the senior lad among the pupils. The Rey. 8. 
Singer, in a feeling address, explained the purpose of the gathering, and impressed 
upon the detachment of boys and girls present the ennobling lessons set by the 
character of the late president, whose unselfishness and high-mindedness had so 
impressed all he came in contact with, and who had made so noble a use of unusual 
opportunities for good. The new president, Mr. Albert H. Jessel, then unveiled the 
tablet, and after reading the inscription upon it added an eloquent tribute to the 
memory of his predecessor. Mr. H. G. Lousada gave utterance to the emotions with 
which the relatives of the late President viewed the proceedings. The. Rev. F, L. 


‘Cohen read a letter from Mre. A. De M. Mocatta.and bore witness to the accord 


existing between those present and his congregation at large, among whom Mr. 
Mocatta’s memory would long be kept green. The tablet is of white Sicilian marble, 
mounted upon a ground of polished black. It was executed by Mr. A. Van Praagh. 


THE LESSON OF ELIJAH’S CUP. 


Preaching on Sabbath last, the Rev. M. Joseph said: Three mghts hence, 
following the old beautiful custom, we shall fill the wine-cup for the expected 
visitant, Elijah, the herald of the Messianic time. Let that be no unmeaning 
ceremony. In former days, when protracted suffering might well have justified 
despair, our fathers still S oleeal the act that spoke so eloquently of faith— 
faith in their own beautiful dreams and in God’s promise—still laid for the 
cuest that never came, and that seemed to have no thought of coming. But we 
live in happier times. We are the heirs to all the encouragement bequeathed 
by centuries of progress. Let us, then, hope; it is the one central lesson of 
Judaism, with its sublime optimism, its constant protest against the philosophy 
of our day, which regards humanity as the sport of evil forces, and life as 
bondage to a.pitiless fate. Let us believe that, despite the evil within and 
without him, man has the power to rise, that he é» rising, that despite frequent 
stumbling the world is slowly climbing upwards. “ Blessed is he that waiteth,” 
cried the angelic voice to the dreaming Seer of old, Daniel xii. 12, and _ blessed 
indeed are those of our day who, refusing to part with their healthful, life- 
giving faith in humanity, in God, watch and wait for the final deliverance of 
mankind from the servitude of sin and sufferimg—a deliverance which is to 
crown Israel with glory by vindicating his creed. This is the message that 1s 


breathed into our souls by the initial service of the Passover. Once with its 


fascinating tale of the Egyptian redemption, it kept earnest sages sleepless 
through the livelong night, till the time of morning prayer... May eur watch- 
night come and find us also with hearts awake—awake with wonder and 
gratitude for all the salvation of the past, but awake, too, with hope in a yet 
rreater salvation, which, extending beyond the House of Israel, shall shed its 
atl on all mankind. Aye, let its message. carry us too in spirit, as it carried 
those old Rabbins, to the dawn—to the dawn of God's day, humanity's day, to 
the time of the Siemang, when the ery “the Lord is our God, the Lord is One,’ 
shall ring forth, not from our lips alone, but from the mouth of all flesh. 


BaysWaTer SyNacocue.—On Sabbath last the Rev. Hermann Gollanez 
delivered his Installation Sermon at this Synagogue. Beginning with a Talmudic 
jassage in which R. Abba, when requested to expound the Law in a town where 
tabbis of great learning had preceded him, uttered the short prayer, “ Be 1t 
Heaven's Will that the words I am about to utter may be acceptable to my 
hearers,’ Mr. Gollancz made a graceful allusion to Dr. AdJer’s connection with 
the Synagogue. Taking his text from Numbers xxvii. 16, 17, he considered the 
duty of a pastor, treating his subject under two heads: first, the necessity for 
the appointment of a Religious Instructor for the people, and secondly the 
relation between him and his congregation. One wasrequired for a congregation 
who, being less occupied with the wants of daily life, might dedicate himself to 
spiritual investigations ; whose calling it should be, not hermit-like to withdraw 
himself from the gaze of his brethren, to pursue a cloistered virtue, but to 
mingle with the world, to gain an intimate knowledge of human failings and 
weaknesses, and thus to be the better able to forewarn his hearers, to rem1p 
them of the truth which man but too often forgets in the busy turmoil of the 
world’s demands, namely, that he has a soul which has to be raised and refined. 80 
as to be capable of exercising its highest functions and fulfilling its truest missi0D. 
The minister of religion must precede his brethren and show the way to virtue, 
and should, therefore, himself be the pattern of the highest virtue. His entire 
conduct should be a living example of the ideal expressed by Malachi, “ the law 
of truth in his mouth and iniquity not found in his lips; walking with me 12 
peace and equity and turning many away from iniquity for such 1s 
the messenger of the Lord ot Hosts.”

BIRMINGHAM. 

The Council of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation. in presenting their 
thirty-ninth annual Report, congratulate the members on the prosperous con- 
dition of the congregation, a condition which they have steadily attained 
during the past few years, but which they hope may now be regarded as per- 
manent, and will improve with the natural increase of the congregation. The 
total income during the past year has been £3,518 10s. 11d., as compared with 
£3,537 15s. 8d. during its predecessor, the expenditure for the same periods being 
£3,210 Os. 4d. and £3,346 1&s, 3d. respectively. The decrease in both income and 
expenditure arises from the fact that since October last the receipts and dis- 
bursements connected with the Shechitah have been relegated to a special 
Committee, and therefore separated from the congregational accounts. ‘The 
total of the remaining items is: Income, £3,201 s., and expenditure 
£3,003 4s. 7d., being a gain of £308 10s, 7d, The revenue from seat rent, which 
is the chief item of income, being £2,627 15s. 2d., has increased by £44 17s. 10d., and 
donations by £4 5s. There is an increase of £33 17s. Sd. in the total receipts in con- 
nection with the schools, but as the school fee grant £40: 17s. 6d. may only be spent 
in the improvement, or the increase of the efliciency of these schools, this 
sum cannot be taken into account. The balance in the bank amounts to £30) Lbs., 
compared with a deficiency of £4 3s. 7d. at the commencement of the year. The 
Council testify to the able administration of the Board of Guardians, which 
Institution, in spite of the many adverse circumstances affecting our poorer co- 
religionists during the past year, has so carefully husbanded its resources as to 
be able fully torelieve all cases which came under its notice. The generosity 
of the congregation has been amply proved during the past year, donations 
of £2,900 having béen promised towards the Russo-Jewish fund, several dona- 
tions being given to the Chovevi Zion (a branch of which has been recently 
formed in Birmingham), a collection of £140 3s. 5d. being made towards the 
Hospital Sunday Fund, and the sum of £680 having been collected in response 
to the appeal on behalf of the General Hospital. The Committee for the 
superintendence of the affairs of the Shechitah Board, which was formed in 
October last, report that they have made such arrangements for the superinten- 
dence and supply of kosher meat as they feel certain will ensure general satis- 
faction. The Committee have formulated a code based as nearly as practicable 
on that of the London Shechitah Board. The Committee renewed the appoint- 
ments of the butchers and poulterers, but arranged with them to pay at per head 
for the cattle and poultry killed, instead of a tixed weekly sum. Thecharges 
agreed to were, oxen 53. per head, calves Is. td., sheep, 1s., geese and turkeys 
2d., fowls, ducks and pigeons, 1d. The School Committee report that the 
number of children at present on the books of the school is as follows :— 
Mixed School. boys, 145, girls, 121; infants, boys, %2, girls, 5); total 417, as 
against 389 in 1890-1, During the past year 84 children have left the schools, 
while 126 have been admitted. Three of the girls who attended as scholars 
during the past year are now engaged as pupil teachers in the schools. The 
grant Scent last year was :—Mixed School, £10 &s.; Infant School, £x2 Ys. Hd. ; 
total, £281 17s. bd., or per head, Mixed School, 18s., Infants, 14s. 6d. The merit 
grant was, as usual, “Good.” The Report of the Inspector showed that with 
tew exceptions, the work was satisfactory throughout. ‘The Drawing Examina- 
tion took place in April last, the merit grant was “ Fair,’ the amount being 
£5 15s. The Committee accepted the offer of the Education Department to pay 
10s. per child on the average attendance in lieu of school fees, The grant in 
lieu of fees, for the first year, is, at the rate of £1b1 crag 5 2 annum, or on an 
average attendance of 323 children. The examination in Hebrew and Religion 
was conducted, as heretofore, by the Rev. G. J. Emanuel, and with equally 
satisfactory results as in past years. The Committee acknowledge the receipt 
of donations to the Prize Fund from Mr. H. Hayman (London), Mr. L. B. 
Tuchman, Mrs. Michael Davis and Mrs. 8. Samuel. By the kindness of the 
following ladies, the Committee were enabled to distribute warm clothing among 
the more necessitous children in the schools :—The Needlework Guild, per Mrs. 
Lionel Spiers, presented 150 garments; The Dorcas, per Mrs. S. Samuel, 45 
arments; Mr. I. A. Goldberg also kindly presented three dozen pairs of cuffs. 
Darin the year, new sanitary offices have been erected for the schools, at an 
expense of £150, and arrangements are being made for the erection of a proper 
gloak room. The annual general meeting takes place on Sunday next in the 
large schoolroom, Singer's Hill. 

A business meeting of the Jewish Young Mens Association was held on 
Sunday last, Mr. S. C. Gordon in the chair, Satisfactory reports were submitted 
from the several athletic sections. The following were elected officers : Cycling 
Section: Captain, Mr. Strawbaum ; Vice-Captain, Mr. F. Hollander. Swimming 
Section: Captain, Mr. R. Robert; Vice-Captain, Mr. J. A. Berlyn: Walking

The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Jews’ Schools was 
held on Sunday, Mr. Ed. Behrens, tie newir-ebected President, occupied the 
chair, A varied and interesting programme of songs and recitations was gone 
through by the pupils. The musical drill, action songs and recitations by the 
infants were particularly worthy of note. At the conclusion of the programme, 
Mr. Behrens said that he felt great diffidence in occupying the position ot 
President after the very able men who had filled the post in past years. He 
relied on the earnest co-operation of the members of the Committee to aid him 
with their counsel and experience. He hoped also to profit by the earnest 
labours of Mr. Harris, the Head-master, Miss Raphael and Miss Lemon, the 
Mistresses of the girls’ and infants’ schools respectively. The thanks of the 
subscribers were due to them and their respective staffs of assistant teachers for 
the successful working of the school, which for more than fifty vears had been 
doing excellent work for the community. He was sorry to have to beg, but the 
necessities of the Institution required more liberal aid. He especially appealed 
for funds to introduce manual training as part of the school curriculum. He 
said that while on the subject of finance, he must offer the apology of the 
Committee to the executors of the late Mr. Lewis Wulfson for the omission of 
mention of his legacy in the annual Report, and for the mis-spelling of his name. 
There was some idea that the payment of the Fee Grant by the Government 
would somewhat supersede ‘the necessity fer voluntary subscriptions, but he 
would remark that the sum received: from the Government was very litle more 
than the sums formerly received from the pupils as fees and part payment for 
books. He hoped that those parents, to whom the remission of the school fee 
was 4 matter of no consequence, would subscribe to the school funds either the 
amount of the fees, or such sums as they could afford. The school would be 
called upon shortly to undertake a large expense in paving the streets adjoining 
the school, an expense which would more than absorb the eredit balance. In 
addressing the children, he said that in common with other school children they 
had the burden upon them in after life of upholding the good name and fame of 
the school, but that an extra obligation rested upon them, that by no action of 
theirs the name of Jew ‘might be sullied, as it was too often the tendency of 
the world to blame the race for the individual. He trusted they would carry 
into practice the precepts and instructions they had been imbued with, and help 
to uphold the glory and fame of their ancient race and religion. The prizes were 
then distributed by Mrs. Ed. Behrens, the Lady President of the infants’ school. 
The Rey. Dr. Salomon proposed a vote of thanks to Mrs. Behrens. he said that 
she was foremost in every good work, but that her interest in the schools was 
sabre why she having inherited itas a sacred duty from her father, the first 

’resident. ‘The vote was seconded by the Rev. L. M. Simmons. Mr. E. M.

Referring to the higher criticism of the Bible, Mr. Green said 
that were the whole position of modern criticism to be established to-morrow, 
the world would still have to reckon with the Bible as it stands and with the

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AMERICA ON THE RUSSIAN PERSECUTIONS. 


THERE is a charming simplicity in American diplomacy—the 
simplicity of ingenuous youth. Children fresh from the nursery, 

and not yet spoilt by the trammels of tutors and governesses, 
_ often astonish us by their outspoken, perhaps unwelcome, truths ; 
and even so does the great Republic of the Western Hemisphere, 
still in the free unrestraint of her prem7cre jeunesse, laugh at the 
diplomacy which uses language to conceal its thoughts, and 
speaks—when she speaks to this hemisphere—in words of candour 
and directness, because truth is uppermost in her free and 
fearless soul. 

The President’s last message, containing in unveiled language 
the protest of America against the Russian persecution that 
encumbered her hospitable shores with the wreckage of its 
victims, was just such an outspoken utterance. Its echoes, loud 
and long, are not yet spent, nor will they die till the persecutors 
lie prostrate in the dust. 

And now we have another utterance of unmasked, unveiled, 
unvarnished truth—the tale of persecution told officially by 
Americans to Americans, and through them to the world at 
large. 

The report itself, of which we are at present able to present 
only a short abstract, fills a large volume; and, being still before 
Congress, is not yet published; but the abstract is sufficient to 
indicate its scope and purport. The United States Government 
had found the immigration of so many penniless aliens, emaciated 
by hardships and sufferings, an inconvenience, and even a social 
danger. The immigrants declared themselves to have fled from 
Russia, victims of religious persecution. When appeals were 
made to St. Petersburg, the Russian Government, always ready 
with a lie—the only weapon in her diplomatic armoury—declared 
there were no persecutions. Such an official assurance would 
have satisfied England. It did satisfy her, and she was silent ; 
for our diplomatic usages and courtesies require an absolute 
belief in any official assurances, even though obviously false. The 
United States Government was not so easily satisfied. So it 
sent some of its most distinguished and trusted citizens to 
Europe to investigate the causes of the immigration at its source 
ard origin. Two of these Commissioners, the Hon. Colonel 
John B. Weber and Dr. Walter Kempster, had the temerity to 


— 


beard the Russian bear in its den, and, disdaining even official 
introductions, or the “ safe-conduct of the keepers of the 
menagerie of Muscovite fschivornifs, wandered through the Pale 
to see the truth with their own eyes.. They 
have returned to tell their tale of horrors. 

This report is now history, and Russia can now see herself 
veluti in speculo, What will she say to the picture this faithful 
mirror presents? The blind, deaf counsellors of the unhappy 
Czar will only laugh at it. with their: heartless, insane merri- 
ment. To them the pleasures of the present moment are every- 
thing. ‘“ Let us eat and drink,” say they, “though to-morrow 
Russia dies.” But the wise, the thoughtful, the true patriots 
of Russia will view this faithful picture of persecution with eyes 
bedewed with tears and hearts bursting with humiliation. — For, 
unlike the rulers of Russia, they are men, and humanity has a 
soul that detests all cruelty, recoils from all wrong, and pities 
all suffering. 

Humbled, indeed, will every Russian patriot feel when he 
reads the truthful record, when he thinks that his ancient allies 
of the western world, the steadfast friends; who sent to the 
starving peasants their friendly gifts of golden grain, regard his 

nation with contempt and loathing. Yet, so it must be till the 
true Russia regains her senses, breaks with her brutal past, and 
starts a new career of toleration and humane government. Until 
that hope of every true Russian patriot is realised, the mirror of 
truth must be held up to the vast Empire of the North, that she 
and the world may see her as she *is—the arch-enemy of all 
religion, of all humanity, of all progress, and of all eiv ilisation.

CLOSING THE PRUSSIAN FRONTIER. 


Tue news that the German frontier has been closed against 
Jewish immigrants from Russia has been received with mixed 
feelings. On the one hand it adds yet another disappointment 
to the many under the weight of which the Russian Jews have 
heen w ell-nigh crushed. To numbers of persecuted families the 
present spring was hopefully awaited, for it was to bring the 
day of a new redemption from bondage and inhumanity. Yet 

this fresh development has not come altogether as a surprise. In 
America the difficulties in the way of immigration have been 
increased, and thus many who might have found their way across 
the seas would have encountered a cold welcome, or, perhaps, 
would have been remitted to Europe. Moreover, the new 
Argentine colony could hardly be ready to receive the vast body 
of emigrants who are forced to look for happiness to places other 
than their native country. But though these facts must be held 
to mitigate the hardship of the new German policy, it is un- 
fortunate that the Jews in Russia should receive so serious a 
blow to their hopes. They have been living on hope through- 
out the present severe winter, and this hope is now dashed from 
their horizon. Instead of sailing for a smiling home on a 
distant shore, the Jews are to be driven back to their misery in 
the Ghettos of Russia. It is even possible that the law prohibit- 
ing Jews from residing within fifty versts of the frontier is now 
about to be enforced with additional rigour. All this tends to 
make it clearer that a crisis is at hand which will bring about 
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Jews who have sold their poor furniture and household property 
to raise a fund to carry them to America. These will have lost 
their all, even their hopes. Fate in this imstance may be cruel 
to be kind, but the cruelty is none the less apparent and hard 
to bear. 


EXCLUDED FROM 
IN THE PALE. 


JEWS TO BE ALL CIVIL RIGHTS 


From the projects for new town reforms we quote the following :— 
“The number of the non-( rthodox in any administrative body must 
not exceed one fifth of the total number of members. In such 
places where, owing to the paucity of Orthodox inhabitants, the 
earrying out of this rnle would be found difficult, any decision made 
by the local authorities must be subject to the approval of the 
Minister of the Interior. In explanation of this point the Minister 
of the Interior remarks that, according to the law of 16th June, 1870, 
the non-Orthodox, and especially Jews, must not exceed one-third of the 
total number of any admjnistrative body. This law, however, proved 
itself to he very unsatisfactory in practice, as experience showed that 
in consequence of the solidarity of the foreign elements, they assuined 
so strong a position everywhere, and so selfishly regarded the interests 
of their race, that they materially influenced the progress of public 
atlairs. Besides, the old law which granted legal permission for the 
Orthodox and non-‘ rthodox, yave the latter the 
opportunity, in a gre ater or lesser degree, to influence the elections 
generally, But nowhere was this obnoxious condition of affairs so 
marked as in places with a considerable Jewish population, where the 
latter literally overpowered the Christian population. This became 
evident soon after the law of 1870 came into force, and during the 
whole period of its activity there was a continual series of petitions 
expressing the urgent necessity of freeing the Christian population 
from the Jewish evil—the complaints emanating both from. private 
iidividuals as well as from Government organs. While the proposed 
reforms in the pubhe administration were being drawn up this year, 
these complaints grew more numerous, and took a definite shape. 
Seeing that the powertul influence of the Jews on the elections is an 
undisputed fact and a great evil, all the Government authorities, and 
the CGovernors-General ot the west provinces unanimously state that 
Jews should not only be prohibited from becoming mayors, but also 
from serving In the capacity of members of the administration ; they 
should not take part in the election of Christians, and that the present 
limitation of Jewish members in the town councils is insufticient. 

The Governors, adhering to the line of restrictions hitherto 
maintained, have proposed that the Jewish elections shall be carried 
out separately, and that the number of Jews in the Dumas shall be 
diminished from one quarter to one-twentieth part of the whole 
number of members. The following are the expressions of the 
various Governors :— 

1. Governor of Bessarabia: (a) In consequence of their numbers, 
the Jews have succeeded in obtaining the upper hand in public 
affairs; the choice of members of any elective body is en- 
tirely dependent on them ; and they have also‘succeeded in obtain- 
ing a decisive intluence in the Dumas; (6) A radical means of 
uprooting the evil would be the entire exclusion of Jews from public 
administrations : but as in the western provinces they form sO 
enormous «a portion of the local ratepayers, it would scarcely be 
possible to altogether prevent their taking part in the administration. 

2. The Kovno, Grodno, Wilna, and Minsk Governors assert: (a) 
That the Jews, both in the elections and in the administrations, strive 
hard in the interests of their race ; (4) that the influence of the Jews 
in public affairs tends to turn public policy in one direction ; (c) that 
in almost all the towns there exist, besides the lawful mayor, certain 
Jews who, although they are not even members, still actually manage 
the city affairs; (¢) the Jews obtain their influence in the public 
administration chietly through the elections which they try with all 
their power to influence. : 

3. The Mayor of Odessa thinks that the success of the proposed 
town reforms depends on the utter exclusion of Jews from the public 
administrative bodies, The Jews, says the Mayor, not obtaining 
their livehhood by their own labour but by exploiting the labour of 
the original inhabitants, and being unable, in consequence of the 
pecuharities of the race, to assimilate with these inhabitants, are 
constantly at variance not only with the population but also with 
the Government laws. The Governor has therefore come to the 
conclusion that it is absolutely necessary to exclude all Jews from 
taking part in the town elections, without any kind of compromise, 
Such | decision, he concludes, would be entirely in unison with the 
new laws concerning the Jews, which aim at freeing the Russian 
popnlation from Jewish influence. 


4. The Governor of Estland likewise expresses himself in these 
terms.

The following order has been issued by the Moscow Chief of 
Police :—“ From information I have received J find that mistakes 
often arise owing to the fact that the names of Jewish shopkeepers 
are not distinctly and accurately printed on their signs. I therefore 
order the police to take notice that the full names on the signs over 
shops belonging to Jews be printed distinctly in large letters, and posted 
prominently, and to demand and present to me for confirmation all new 
signs of such shops which up to the present have been without them. 
Should any signs be found with the name written in small characters 
or not in a prominent position, or printed So as to be dithicult to read, 
the owners of the shops are to be immediately compelled to change them 
for new signs in accordance with the present demand, and the police 
are hereby directed to watch strictly that this order be carried out 
minutely in future, and immediately to inform me of any attempt at 
evading this order.” —Moshkorsky Vyidomosti, 27th March. 


FRANCE AND RUSSIA. 
THE Special Commissioner of the Daily Graphic writes from Beghits- 
hevka :— 

“Last night, soon after my arrival, the Countess Tolstoi showed 

me some money that had arrived by that day’s post, a cheque for 
twenty pounds from England, a bundle of Danish bank notes, a draft 
ona Moscow bank sent from Germany, a bill of exchange from Italy, 
money from Austria, money from St. Petersburg. 
- © Vou will observe,’ said the Countess, turning round to me in 
her quick way, ‘that we have been receiving contributions from 
nearly every country in the world. We have had money from 
America even, but from France we have not received a single sou. 
That shows the worth of France’s vaunted friendship.’ ” 


A MIDNIGHT RAID ON JEWISH HOUSES IN 
ZARJADIA. 


On 27th March, before dawn, between one and three o'clock 
in the morning, a suburb, Zarjadia, exclusively inhabited by 
Jews, was suddenly surrounded by police. The pretended aim 
of this was to verify the rights of the Jews living there. 
All the members of the secret police, together with the local 
officers and many others from various quarters, together with the 
reserve, in all 140 men, were engaged, so that Zarjadia was sur- 
rounded. The result of the visitation was that 170 Jews were 
arrested in their sleep, because they had no passports and were not 
entered as residents in Moscow. On the other hand, all were in 
possession of documents affirming their right of residence as agents 
of merchants of the first guild. Nevertheless, they were all 
forthwith taken to the railway station and expelled by the 
first train in the morning. The census lately taken of all Jews 
having the right to reside in Moscow shows that many have lately 
returned to their original places of residence. According to an 
order issued by the Governor-General of Moscow, all Jews not 
having the right of residence in Moscow are allowed one day iu 
which to reach their place of residence, a special temporary passport 
being granted. 


HOW ANTI-SEMITES ARE TRAINED. 


THe Moscow correspondent of the Voschod writes :—‘ Not only 
have Jewish children a great deal to sutfer from the fact that they are 
forced to leave their school, but they are even compelled while there 
to listen to public attacks made by their teachers on the Jews and 
their religion. A certain Mr. C., teacher of geography in one of the 
gymnasia, thought fit to enlighten his class on the subject of the 
Talmud. Following in the steps of Schmakov and others, this 
learned man tried to impress his twelve to thirteen year old pupils of 
the great evils that the Jews and their Talmud were to the world. 
Another teacher, Mr. D., speaking of the destruction of Jerusalem, 
thought it necessary to draw the attention of his pupils to this as a con- 
vineing proof of Jewish cowardice and perfidy. On another occasion, 
when the subject of the lesson happened to be the different races 
of mankind, the master drew such a figure of a Jew on the black- 
board as to cause the whole class to be convulsed with laughter ; 
and one can imagine what noble and upright feelings such a carica 
ture may engender in the hearts of the pupils.” 
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JEWISH SOLDIERS IN THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


Tue following statistics from official reports most emphatically 
refute the accusation brought against the Jews that they evade 
military service. 

In European Russia were enrolled as recruits :— 


Non-Jews. Jews. Per Cent. 
From 1875 to 1880... 1,152,541 ... 40,840 ... 35 
From 1881 to 1886... 1,228,731 ... 53.695 ... 494 
In 1889 


According to Hiibner’s statistical tables, the Jews form only 
3°9 per cent. of the non-Jewish population. 

In comparing the percentage of the Jews with the percentage 
of the Jewish soldiers, we thus find that of late years far more 
Jewish soldiers have served than was necessary in comparison to 
the population. 

This high percentage of Jewish recruits in the three years 1887-9 
—viz., 5°2, 5°3, and 5:7—is sufficient proof of the extraordinary 
demands the Russian Government make on the Jews. 

Russia carries out its all-suflicing maxim in this as in every- 
thing else, that is, to burden those with the heaviest responsibili- 
ties. who enjoy no rights. 

The statistics published in the Pravitelsky Vestnik of the number 
of recruits enrolled in 1891 show that in all 874,101 men were 
drawn, and of this number 50,470 were Jews. Deducting those 
who had the legal right of exclusion from military service, the 
number enrolled for actual service was 258,763; of these 15,837 
were Jews.—JVovoye Vremya. 


A further restriction has been made with respect to Jewish 
recruits. It is customary to grant recruits, after they have been 
enrolled by the authorities, ten days’ grace before entering the 
service, in order to settle their affairs and bid good-bye to their 
friends. 

This has now been refused to the Jewish recruits, who, oa 
passing the doctor, are immediately sent off to their appointed 
stations for service.—Voroye Vremya, January 16th, 1892. 


Approximately estimated, there are about 126,000 Jews in the 
Russian Army, all, of course, in the ranks or the lower grades of 
under-officers. No Jew may aspire to wear epaulettes, nor in future 
is he to be admitted into the class 6f army surgeons and physicians. 
The Russian Jew has many substantial and moral reasons for shirk- 
ing the duty, when he can, of fighting Russian battles... Daily Vevws. 


According to the [Imperial order respecting the recruits enlisted 
in 1891, the new Jewish recruits are to be proportionately distributed 
among the various divisions of the army.— Rushy Vjelomeaste. 


HOW THE SIBERIAN ABORIGINES ARE CONVERTED, 
THE Eeclesiastical Gazette has recently. contested the accuracy. of 
the information which we, in common with other newspapers, 
published regarding the forcible conversion of the Siberian 
aborigines to the Orthodox Church. This barefaced denial of 
well-assured facts has roused the indignation even of the (razhdanin. 
The latter journal, despite its most reactionary character, feels 
itself compelled to affirm the correctness of the statements so dis- 
creditable to the Orthodox clergy, and publishes the text of the 
circular commanding the local authorities to convert the infidels. 
The following is the text :— 
{CrrcuLar. ] 

To the Head of the Kooytoonsky Dept., Balyekhayetf, 
(Ispravnik of the Balagansky District. The 31st day of July, 
1891. No. 521.) 

On the 19th day of this month, at the Bokhovsky Mission 
Station, in the presence of the Irkootsk vice-governor, 297 
aborigines were admitted to the Holy Baptism by his Eminence 
the Bishop Agaphangel, Bishop of Kiryensk. . On that occasion 
I was instructed by his Eminence the Bishop Agaphangel to inform 
you, for your guidance, that his Eminence intends to visit the 
Balagansky district in the beginning of October next, with a view 


. of converting the aborigines. 


Having the pleasure of supplying this information, I am, dear sir, 
fully convinced that you too will not be inactive in the matter of 
bringing the aborigines of the district entrusted to you to the 
acceptance of Holy Baptism when his Eminence the Bishop 
Agaphangel arrives at the Bajeyevsky Mission Station in October 
of this year, and will, together with the elders of families and 
representatives of converted aborigines of the Kooytoonsky District, 
take an active part in the matter, and will endeavour to bring to 
Holy Baptism the greatest possible number of aborigines, besides 
those that are already bound to be converted. 

You are to submit to the Uprava entrusted to you a list of 
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persons who have expressed a wish to accept Holy Baptism on the 
occasion of the visit of his Eminence the Bishop Axgaphangel 
in October next, as well as a list of persons who are bound to be 
converted, and who will present themselves at the Uprava of 
aborigines on the arrival of his Eminence The route of his 
Eminence’s journey will be forwarded to you in due course. Persons 
who are bound to be converted must be present at the Bajeyensky 
Mission Station on the day of arrival of his Eminence, and a list of 
these will be forwarded to you without delay. In case of absence of 
persons who are bound to be converted, you and the elders will be 
held responsible by law. 
(Signed) Poupny AKOFFP, 
Ispravnik of the District.

FIRE LIDA. 


LAsT autumn a serious fire broke out in Lida (Wilna yoy ernment). 
The Governor of the province went to inspect the town, and 
found that many thousands of Jews were burnt out. In spite of all 
representations, the Governor not only took no steps to rebuild the 
houses that had been destroyed, but forbade the Jews to attempt to 
migrate to the neighbouring villages. Throughout the whole of the 
present exceptionally severe winter the Jews have been forced to 
remain in tents and other equally inadequate abodes, where they are 
exposed to the full rigour of the cold. None of them has been 
allowed to seek refuge in the villages of the district. People who 
have visited Lida bring the most heartrending stories of the suffer 
ings and privation endured by the Jews of the town. 


AN INCIDENT OF THE FAMINE. 

JorL BALEvVsKI, of Kairi, a village in Taurida, had a store of corn 
amounting to 15,000 pouds (a pound = 40 Ibs.). The market price 
of corn in Odessa was | rouble 20 kopecks per poud. A broker came 
to the Jew and in the name of the Zemtsvo demmunded that the corn 
should be handed over at the rate of | rouble 5 kopecks per poud. The 
Jew offered to sell at the market price, whereupon Kaltshenov, 'the 
broker, threatened that he would intorm the Government that 
the Jew refused to part. with his corn though so many thousands 
were starving. The Jew was compelled to give way, and sold 
his corn at the price demanded. In the accounts of the Zemtsvo, 
however, the corn was entered as having been bought at the market 
rate. 


EXPULSION OF AN ENGINEER. 

Tue following narrative is the story of a man who, as may be 
gathered from numerous certificates that we ourselves have examined, 
is a highly trained engineer. He possesses testimonials trom im- 
portant Government officials and from private authorities. It will 
be noted that the only member of his family that was permitted to 
remain in Moscow was one brother who had become converted to the 
Orthodox faith :— 

“T was born at Mittau, in Courland, in the year 1845, and 
from the age of ten till seventeen years attended the Government 
‘Alexander’ school at Mittau. On leaving school | was sent by 
the Governor of Mittau, Count Waliyetl, whose proféye 1 was, to 
the School of Trades at Aix-la-Chapelle (Aachen), in Germany, in 
order to learn iron and metal casting (foundry work), the Count 
himself bearing the expenses. Having spent three years in this 
manner, I returned to Russia, furnished with the best of testimonials, 
and obtained a position on the Charkow-Azov Railway, then in 
course of construction: When this work was completed | hell 
various other situations in the interior of Russia. In 1870 I started 
a business on my own account at Odessa, where I established a 
foundry, in which business fire-engines and pumps were a speciality. 
I received and executed, as my papers show, several large and 
important orders for the Russian Government. In 1880 I married, 
and have now a family consisting of a wife and four children, the 
eldest being a boy of nine, and the youngest a boy four years of age. 

“Tn 1888 I was led to leave Odessa and establish myself at 
Moscow, where I carried on the same business. 

“On the 11th of April, 1891, however, 1 suddenly received orders 
to leave Moscow within twenty-four hours, and, in spite of the 
exertions of one of my brothers, who is a member of the Russian 
Church, and Surgeon-General in the Imperial Army—and also of 
the Prefect-General of Police at Moscow, who is a personal friend 
of mine, and who ventured to telegraph to the Minister: of the 
Interior and intercede on my behalf—I was expelled from 
Moscow, the answer to my friend’s telegram being, ‘No exception 
to be made.’ Another brother of mine, who, like myself, declined 
to be baptised into the Russian Church, received (as he was a 
merchant of the Ist Guild in Moscow, and had been decorated with 
the Order of St. Stanislaus) permission to delay his departure for 
two months. His family, however, were not included in this per- 


mission, and the sudden expulsion resulted in a bankruptcy which 
ruined him completely.”

“From two to three thousand Jews are under order of expulsion, to 
leave Moscow by the 26th of April. All these persons will have to 
depart in an utterly destitute condition. 

“ Already two-thirds of the more wealthy Jews have left Moscow, 
and the remaining Jewish inhabitants are so reduced in circum- 
stances that they are unable to support the institutions for relieving 
the poor families of the veterans of the time of Nicholas I., who 
nominally have the right of residence in Moscow. 

‘“ Manv of those who are to leave on April 26 sent petitions for 
a remission of their expulsion orders to M. Dounovo, Minister of the 
Interior, but have received replies from St. Petersburg informing 
them that them petitions will not even he considered. 

“M. Wlassoffsky, the Chief Inspector of Police in Moscow, has 
returned from the Capital with new instructions as_ to further 
restrictions on the Jews. Agents of merchants of the Ist and 
2nd Guilds, who previously were allowed to remain in the city for 
periods of six months and two weeks respectively, are now to be 
entirely refused admission into Moscow.” 


‘“ More than a fortnight ago I wrote to you briefly concerning the 
fresh trouble that has befallen the Jews of Kussia—I allude to the 
difficulties placed in the way of immigrants who wish to land at the 
American ports. This serious obstacle is interfering with the 
activity of the German Committees, and thus the last hope of the 
persecuted Jews is being removed. Emigration is the only refuge 
to the sufferers from the May Laws, and, if this escape is denied 
them, what must be their fate! In every town numbers of persecuted 
and aftlicted fannlies are gathered—in one case a wife and tive 
children, whose husband and father has accepted baptism, while 
they remained steadfast in their faith in Judaism—all awaiting the 
day when they shall be sent to a land of freedom under the auspices 
of your Committee. Their disappointment will be commensurable 
with their former hopes.” 


COMMERCIAL DEPRESSION. 


“The present is a period of commercial depression in many lands 
where men are free ; it is needless to point out how this depression 
must be intensified in Russia. The Jews there are unable to travel 
at will, or to settle in the interior; they are subjected toa thousand 
restrictions, The result is a condition of poverty and chronic 
distress which was only tolerable so long as a chance of escape 
always seemed possible. If the succour of their brethren in happier 
lands is now demed them they will despair entirely of the future.” 


GENEROSITY OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 


“In the present year large numbers of Jewish artisans are out of 
work, and though the wealthier Russian Jews have themselves 
suffered severe losses, they have, nevertheless, been very liberal in 
the help they have given to their poorer brethren who are without 
employment. “They have also assisted those owners of small 


businesses who have managed to maintain their position by dint of a . 


supreme effort. The generosity of the Jews in Russia towards their 
poorer brethren has been very marked. In Minsk the community 
subsenbed 12d roubles besides the regular charitable collections ; 
during one month (ending January &th, 1892) they distributed 4,000 
pouds of bread (a poud = 40 lbs.), in which distribution many poor 
Christians shared ; from the 8th of January onwards the distribu- 
tion of bread was raised to the weekly average of 1,200 pouds. Similar 
open-handedness prevails in other towns. In Wilna, besides the 
regular weekly distribution of 300 roubles, 3,000 roubles monthly 
have been subscribed, and this is exclusive of the very numerous 
private societies which exist in all Jewish communities in Russia. 
In short, there has been no limit to the generosity of the Jews, who 
have not restricted their aid exclusively to Jews, but have included 
Christians too within the sphere of their charity.” 


JEWISH CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE FAMINE RELIEF FUND. 


“The wealthier Jews are, indeed, showing themselves among the 
most generous donors to the funds raised for the relief of the 
famine-stricken people of the interior, whose plight is a terrible one. 
Every one of the Jews is giving as much as he can afford. being 
moved to deep compassion for the distress of his Christian fellow. 
Russians. In these collections the Jews have once more shown 
themselves worthy of the great reputation for charity that they have 
earned by their past benevolence. But their ready sympathy with their 
suffering fellow-citizens of other creeds had exhausted their means, and 
has rendered them less able to cope with the poverty that exists in 
their own midst. Thus there are no hopes of further local efforts on 
behalf of the exiles from Moscow, of those who have lost their all in 
recent fires, and of the large mass of poor who are found in ev 
town and who need immediate help. 

“We entreat you not to relax your efforts on our behalf. We 

want your sympathy and your help. This is the time when a com- 
bined and vigorous effort must be made. Do not forsake us now.” 
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PERSECUTION OF FAMINESTRICKEN CHRISTIANS, 


Tue barbarism of Russian officials may well be gauged by the method 
adopted for collecting taxes. In every country taxation is Al Une 
pleasant necessity ; it 1s, however, one of the concomitants of govern. 
ment, it being understood that the taxpayer receives as an equivalent 
for the impost the advantages of protection of life and property. [i 
is difficult to see what he gets for it in Russia. His last kopeck is 
exacted from him when the tax-collector calls, and if the money is 
not forthcoming the poor starving peasant is flogged, and he is 
deprived of his clothing and household utensils. Our extract from 
the Times on this subject will indicate the paternal character of 
Russian government evinced in the levying of taxes at times of 
exceptional distress. If Russia thus persecutes her Orthodox 
children, why wonder at her persecuting those she regards as 
heretics ? 
Nigni-NOVGOROD. 

“The gradual decline in the fruitfulness of the soil has been 
accompanied by an increase of the population. The land at tlie 
disposal of the peasants has remained stationary, its fertility has 
diminished, and the number of mouths it has to feed has increased 
at an alarming rate. Hence the peasant has been in a chronic state 
of starvation for years, and his present distress is not so apparent to 
those who have been standing by and watching his decline as it is to 
the new-comer, or to the ardent reformer and intelligent patriot who 
sees with aching heart the gradual ruin of his country. The 
peasant is the goose which lays Russia’s golden eggs, and he is being 
slowly killed. 

“While the peasant is gradually growing poorer the State is 
growing more and more exacting in the collection of taxes. In the 
province of Viatka, for instance, the governor determined to ignore 
the famine, and collect to the uttermost farthing the tribute due. He 
consequently despatched the vice-governor with the police othicials, 


accompanied by soldiers and Cossacks and several sledge-loads of 


hirch-rods, on a tour of inspection in the villages. The simple method 
employed was to select the wealthiest peasants of a village, and flog 
them until the taxes were produced. In some cases the most mereiless 
foggings failed to have the desired effect. There was literally no 
money to be got. In these villages the private property of the 
peasantry was sequestrated, their tea-urns, their fur coats, their 
simple cotton clothing, their primitive agricultural implements, 
everything was seized. 

“ These facts were told me by a solemn official, one of the wisest 
and most enlightened in his district, who implored me not to mention 
his name. ‘You know,’ he said, ‘the order of things in which we 
live.’ This is not a Government, but an Asiatic despotism. Perhaps, 
if some of these and similar facts find their way into the British 
Press, they will make our rulers ashamed of themselves.” 


EXPULSION OF RABBIS. 


FurtrHer information has reached us, under date of March 
2nd, respecting the closing of the Talmud School in Woloshin 
(Wilna Government). sy. order of Kochanov, Governor-General 
of Wilna, the head-masters — Rabbi Hirsch Leb Berlin, Rabbi 
Chaim Berlin, his son, and Rabbi Chaim Solowejzig (the cele- 
brated son of the Rabbi of Brest)—have been forbidden to reside 
in any part of the Government of Wilna for the term of three years, 
the police thinking that only when the three principal teachers were 
removed from their sphere of action, would there be security that 
the college would not be re-opened secretly. It is reported that the 
school was closed on the strength of a denunciation by the police 
and Ispravniks, who represented the school as a “nest for Nihilists.” 


THE UNITED STATES AND THE RUSSIAN JEWS. 


Ir is gratifying to learn that many millions of copies of Colonel Weber's 
and Dr. Kempster’s Report to Congress have been printed and 
circulated throughout the United States, it having been reproduced 
by almost every newspaper of importance. 


Wasuineoton, April 6th.—The Foreign Relations Committee of 
the House of Representatives to-day reported favourably upon the 
resolution calling upon the President to furnish information as to 
whether, by the operation of the Russian laws concerning the Jews, 
any American citizen of Jewish faith is subjected to restrictions 
which constitute a violation of the Treaty between the United States 
and Russia. The report prepared by Mr. Chipman, representative 
for Michigan, which accompanied the resolution, declares that every 
citizen of the Republic is entitled to a home abroad, and the exact 
treatment and protection which are the full right of citizenship 
under the constitution, and that in the treaties with foreign Powers 
the United States Government can make no distinction based on the 


creeds or birthplaces of its citizens, nor can it permit such distinc- 


tions to be made by foreign Powers.— Reuter. 
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
